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jHERE are few subjects which offer a wider 
scope for variety Qf treatment than the Public 
Records. So vast are the public collections, 
so varied is their character, that the printed 
volumes whose contents are exclusively derived 
from these sources form by themselves a respectable libraryj 
in which the bulky folio is well represented. And yet the 
valuable material hitherto collected, by comparison with 
what still remains to be gleaned, far from making it appear 
that the subject is threshed out, would rather indicate that 
we are only just beginning to arrive at a preliminary notion 
of the wealth of this rich mine of information. 

Notwithstanding the great increase in the numbers of 
those who are prepared to devote time and labour to the 
arduous task of searching among the dusty memorials of the 
past, and who have thereby, gradually and painfully, gained 
some knowledge of the boundless extent of the field of re- 
search upon which they have entered ; yet even with many 
of these their view is but limited to one or two classes spe- 
cially illustrating the object of their investigations. Not one 
in ten of these partially-inttiated students grasps what the 
public collections really mean, and I may therefore be par- 
doned, if I venture to reproduce here, from the pages of a 
neglected Blue Book, an extract which well defines the 
general limits of the Government archives, and explains con- 
cisely the nature of the documents which come under this 
denomination. 

The writer is the late Sir Francis Palgrave, under whose 
auspices, as Deputy Keeper, the public muniments were 
brought together under one roof, from the severaf scattered 
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repositories they had formerly occupied, and he takes the 
opportunity of the completion of the principal transfers, to 
speak of the " value and importance of the Public Records 
in the following terms : — 

" Whether we consider them in relation to antiquity, to continuity, to 
variety, to extent, or to amplitude of facts and details, they have no 
equals in the civilized world. For the archives of France, the most 
perfect and complete in continental Europe, do not ascend higher than 
the reign of St. Louis, and, compared with ours, are stinted and jejune ; 
whereas in England, taking up our title (so to speak) from Domesday, 
the documents which under the joint operation of ancient usage, the 
Record Act, the Treasury Minute of 8th August 1848, directing the 
incorporation of the State Paper Office with the Public Record Office, 
and the Order in Council of the 5th of March 1852, are or will be placed 
under the care of the Master of the Rolls, contain the whole of the 
materials for the history of this country, in every branch and under every 
aspect, civil, religious, political, social, moral, or material, from the 
Norman Conquest to the present day. Chasms there are, but the only 
one of importance is that intervening between Domesday and the Great 
Rolls of the Exchequer, viz., from 1088 to 1 130 ; and inasmuch as in the 
reign of Henry II., we have authentic testimony that no documents of 
the reign of the Conqueror, with the exception of Domesday, existed, it 
is most probable that none were ever framed. But with respect to 
subsequent periods, though occasionally particular classes of documents 
may fail us, yet the place of the documents lost or non-existent is 
generally supplied by others affording information nearly equivalent." 

Their value for And after pointing out that these Public Records, State 
topographyr^ Papers, and Government Archives " constitute the back-bone 
of our civil, ecclesiastical, and political history," the same 
writer, in alluding to the special and collateral subjects for 
the investigation of which these sources are equally adapted, 
adds : — 



" The documents, now opened, afford untouched mines of information 
relating to private history of persons and families. Hitherto genealogical 
inquiries have not received in any competent degree the attention which 
they deserve; whilst local topography, though cultivated with more 
diligence, has, for the most part, been pursued with reference to objects 
of inquiry which do not afford information in proportion to their accumu- 
lation. Yet the general history of a State can never be understood with- 
out the most complete and searching analysis of its component parts 
and elements. Genealogical inquiry and local topography, which in 
many cases afford the most valuable supplementary comment, elucidating 
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events and supplying comments which cannot be unworthy of the atten- 
tion of the philosophical inquirer, are amongst the best materials he can 
use. The particular history of the fortunes and changes of any one 
noble family individualizes the events of general history ; and the rise or 
fall of any one lineage, even if humble, is perhaps the clearest exponent 
of the progress and mutations of human affairs. So also, in like manner, 
the history of a county, a hundred, or a township, if properly investigated, 
disinters the most important facts with regard to the general state and 
condition of society ; giving facts instead of theories — figures instead of 
surmises. There are manors or townships through which the history of 
the Lord and the Tenant, the Hirer and the Servant, the Landlord and 
the Labourer, may be pursued accurately and amply for all practical 
purposes, from the Conquest to our living times." ^ 

These words were written in 1859, when, as I have already Transfer of the 
stated, the Deputy Keeper had just witnessed the completion ch^s^^j'^*'''^ 
of the first large step towards the centralization of all national Records, 
documents. The records of the Palatinate of Chester had 
already found their way to their new and final home. But, 
some years had to elapse before those of Lancashire were 
safely housed. In 1868 Her Majesty graciously presented 
the whole of the ancient muniments of the Duchy of Lan- 
caster to the nation, and this munificent gift was followed 
five years later by the transfer of the records of the County 
Palatine of Lancaster. It may, therefore, now be safely as- 
serted, that the Repository on the Rolls Estate, at the back of 
the old Rolls Chapel, contains the largest body of original 
material for the history of the two counties to be found any- 
where within the United Kingdom. What I have attempted 
in these pages has been to draw more particular attention to 
those classes of records, now transferred to the Public Record 
Office, that furnish the most important evidence for the eluci- 
dation of the history of the two counties ; and to indicate in 
what manner these early manuscripts can most readily be 
made to yield up their hidden treasures. 

In its first inception it was intended that this work should Plan of this 
include notices of all classes of the Public Records which ' 
contained any materials illustrating the history of Lancashire

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and Cheshire. On consideration, however, it appeared to me 
that any such plan, if carried out in an exhaustive manner, 
would have produced a work very similar in character to 
Thomas's well-known Handbook to the Public Records^ the 
present official guide to the public collections. Such a work 
would have been of little value in the hands of local anti- 
quaries, as, instead of bringing into prominence the records 
deserving of the first attention, those ver/ records would 
have been utterly lost sight of among the long lists of docu- 
ments of far inferior importance. I, therefore, decided to 
modify the original scheme to this extent that, in these 
pages, only those classes are dealt with, which unquestionably 
abound with Lancashire and Cheshire notices. The classes 
of secondary importance, or those in which the required 
entries would be difficult to collect, are left for future con- 
sideration, when the documents now referred to have been 
thoroughly worked out. 

Adopting these lines my task was comparatively simple. 
Having, in the first place, to deal with Palatinates, or in other 
words, with Counties furnishing their own distinctive collections 
of records, there was no difficulty in deciding whence the largest 
amount of material would be forthcoming. Again, inasmuch 
as one of the Counties was entirely included within a Duchy, 
rich in ancient manuscripts, the field of selection was still 
further narrowed. It was, in fact, at once apparent that while 
the Palatinate Records of both the Counties would have to 
be treated exhaustively, the muniments of the Duchy of 
Lancaster could hardly be dealt with in less detail. 
Class Lists. The earlier pages of Part I. are devoted to this object. 

From the pages of the official Reports of the Deputy 
Keeper, new Class Lists have been compiled of the Records 
of the Duchy of Lancaster, of the Palatinate of Lancaster, 
and of the County Palatine of Chester. These Lists contain 
brief descriptive notices of all the classes in those collections 
which throw any light on Lancashire and Cheshire history ; 
and it is probable that the manuscripts so noticed contain 
the largest quantity of available record evidence bearing on 
the two Counties. But, as a supplement to these Lists, under 
the heading of " Records of the Superior and Abolished 
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Courts, &c.," I have enumerated, and given details respecting, 
certain other documents, quite distinct from the records of 
the Palatinates, or of the Duchy of Lancaster, which, under 
judicious treatment, should yield good fruit. 

In the selection of these further classes, I have been Selection of 
invariably guided, first, by the quantity of material to be ^^^^ses. 
found, and secondly, by the manner in which it is recorded. 
It may surprise some that in Part I. no notice is taken of 
such important classes as the Patent, Close, Charter, and 
Fine Rolls belonging to the High Court of Chancery. My 
reason, however, for ignoring these splendid series of Enrol- 
ments is, that the Lancashire and Cheshire entries here 
enrolled are few and far between, and could only be collected 
at an enormous expenditure of time and labour. Until the 
collected information to be found in other classes is 
thoroughly exhausted, it would be absurd to toil after 
scattered notices. In one case, a single Lancashire or 
Cheshire record might furnish material for a printed volume, 
whilst, in the other, the wearisome examination of a hundred 
Close Rolls might not produce sufficient to make fifty pages 
of printed matter. 

The labour involved in the collection of such scattered Extent of the 
entries may be gleaned from a few statistics which I shall ^oWs. 
adduce in connexion with a single series of rolls. The Close 
Rolls, which begin in the sixth year of King John (a.D. 1204), 
come down, in an almost unbroken series, to the present day. 
They now number over 18,000 Rolls ; or, to be quite precise, 
18,342 Rolls to the end of the year 1879. If, therefore, we take 
the dimensions of a single membrane of one of these Rolls at 
II inches broad by 27 inches long — this length being, if 
an>'thing, below the average — and each Roll as containing 
fifty membranes, it would follow that the 18,000 Rolls, placed 
end to end, would reach a distance of more than 360 miles ; 
in other words, from London to Berwick, or more than twice 
the distance from the Public Record Office to Chester Castle. 
Moreover, in this calculation, it should be remembered, that 
the earlier Rolls — perhaps the first 350 — though smaller in 
size, contain a great deal more writing than those of a later 
date. A membrane of the reign of Henry III. will contain 
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Estimate of 
their contents 
in print.

more than three times the contents of a membrane of the 
date of Henry VIII. 

Or, to take another illustration, we may try to form a 
rough estimate of what these same records would extend to 
in a printed form. This, also, can be approximately arrived 
at. The fifteen small Rolls for the reign of King John 
contain 217 membranes, which, in print, fill 291 pages of 
the folio work, entitled, Rotuli Litterarum Clausarum, pub- 
lished by the Record Commission. In like manner, the 
twenty-two Rolls, or 440 membranes, for the first eleven 
years of Henry III., occupy 579 pages of the same work.^ 
Without taking into account what is written on the dorse 
of these earlier rolls, a full membrane will represent about 
one and a half folio pages in print, or something like thirty 
folios of seventy-two words each. But, instead of taking 
this high estimate — which might only hold good for the 
earlier reigns, or those prior to the reign of Henry VII. — we 
will assume that a Close Roll membrane, on an average, 
contains not more than ten folios of manuscript. Even this 
absurdly low estimate would fix the contents of the 18,000 
Close Rolls at 9,000,000 folios, or sufficient to fill 450 folio 
volumes of 1,000 pages each! Here we have a glimpse 
of what printing the Records in extenso would mean. 

My readers must, however, not run away with the notion 
that the Close Rolls are to be considered as a particularly 
heavy class. This is by no means the case. If such a one 
were wanted, we have a good example in the Placita de 
Banco, or Plea Rolls of the Court of Common Pleas. Here, 
a Roll for a single Term in the time of James I., contains 
four or more Parts, each Part consisting of some 3,000 
membranes, and the Rolls of a single reign might be most 
readily estimated by tons I 

These few facts will suffice to explain why these and 
similar important classes of the Superior Courts have been 



* The fine manuscript Calendar of the remaining forty-six years of the 
reign, compiled by the late Mr. H. Sharp, Assistant Keeper of the Public 
Records, is contained in ten large folio volumes, occupying more than 
two feet of shelving in the Literary Search Room. 
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excluded from this work. When the easily won material has 
been made quite accessible for historical purposes, it will be 
quite time enough to take these less practicable classes* in 
hand, and we shall then be in a far better position to judge 
of their relative value. 

In Part IL my aim has been to illustrate what I believe to Conicnis of 
be the only plan by which we can attain to anything like an 
approximate knowledge of the contents of the records. As 
we are all aware, there are three principal methods of throw- 
ing open the contents of manuscripts : — (i) by printing them 
in extemo ; (2) by providing a more or less detailed Calendar 
of their contents ; and (3) by compiling Indexes to the same. 
The volumes already issued by the Record Society furnish 
excellent specimens of all three systems, and applied to classes 
of documents for which they are precisely intended. The 
first system is the only one that could have been applied to 
the ** Commonwealth Church Survey the Calendar is exactly 
what is wanted for the Inquisitions post Mortem — though 
some might ask for a preliminary exhaustive List of all exist- 
ing Lancashire and Cheshire Inquisitions ; and the third 
method has been most judiciously used in connexion with 
the Wills at Chester." 

It may now be asked, which of these systems tends to throw The index, 
open the largest quantity of record evidence, and is most 
suitable for dealing with large collections of records? I think 
few will disagree when I assert, in reply to this question, that 
the one which is least attractive to the eye of the general 
reader, namely, the Index, pure and simple, is the only 
possible system by which we can hope, within a reasonable 
period^ to arrive at a comprehensive view of what our 
national muniments contain. For those who are not 
prepared to work at the manuscripts themselves, there is 
nothing— short of the record in extenso — to equal the full

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Calendar. But it is to be feared that local Societies can 
hardly provide the funds necessary to cover the outlay 
required for printing any large quantity of records in extenso, 
or even for calendaring the documents most interesting to 
them.^ They must, therefore, if they really want to benefit by 
the most important information to be derived from the larger 
classes, fall back on the Index, pure and simple ; and what- 
ever objections others may raise against this meagre system, 
the real working antiquary will at least, it is to be hoped, be 
ready at all times to speak in its favour. 

Here, then, is my defence — if any be necessary — of the 
contents of Part II. However unattractive the long lists of 
persons and places may appear to some of my readers, I 
venture to hint that these bare Lists — if properly and care- 
fully studied, and the references dulydeveloped by the working 
antiquary — will be found to produce results which will not 
prove disappointing. 

It must, however, be borne in mind that the specimens of 
Indexes, pure and simple, reproduced in these pages, are but 
a sample of what should be carried out — if the Editor*s 
opinion be a correct one — on a much larger scale ; and one 
of the first tests which I should wish to have applied to these 
Lists is — Do they, in a very limited space, immediately lead 
up to, and make practically accessible, records of which the 
existence is known only to the very few ? I am inclined to 
think that even the very small selection now printed will 
furnish a practical "Key" to a large mass of unknown record 
evidence, and, if the Council of the Record Society should 
think well of the plan here illustrated, they have it in their 
power, by forming a " Reference Library on these lines, to 
furnish Lancashire and Cheshire antiquaries with a direct 
clue to all the most important records bearing on the history 
of the two Counties.^

object of any scheme to open up the records, it must not be forgotten, 
that any plan which facilitates the identification of documents, vaguely 
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In prmting those portions of the ancient manuscript Indexes Mctlioc! 
which make up the contents of Part II., my plan, in each p^*J^^[^ti5e 
case, has been> to adhere to the manuscript authority as closely old indexes, 
as possible. The attempts at revision have only been of the 
most superficial characten To revise an old Index means, fn 
nine cases out of ten. to do the whole of the work over again. 
No doubt, such revision might ensure the correction of a few 
blunders ; but, would such corrections be worth the labour so 
expended ? It appears to me, though possibly I may be 
wrong, tliat if we possess any old Index containing a 
thousand references to the public records, of which, perhaps, 
one hundred may be useless or incorrect, it is better to secure 
the nine hundred good references with no labour at all, than 
to revise the whole work for the purpose of correcting the 
hundred bad references. All may not agree with the Editor 
on this point, though the friends of progress may be among 
his supporters. But, unless we are willing to avail ourselves 
of the labours of those early toilers among the records, of 
w^hom we have such an admirable example in Benjamin 
Ayloffej I fear our knowledge of them will hardly proceed 
at a rate at all in accordance with our nineteenth-century 
views of what is meant by progress. 

It is quite possible that the name of Benjamin Ayloflfe will Bcnjamia 
not be familiar, or even known, to many antiquaries at the 
present day. His accumulations of notes from the Duchy 
Records have not procured immortality for his name. 
He was one of those painstaking workers, who, to use a 
simile, are content to plant the trees from which others — too 
often ungratefully — gather the fruit, and " whose laborious 
days,'' as one writer puts it, " enrich the stores of national 
literature, not by the duplicates but the supplements 
of knowledge/' I trust, however, that after carefully 
examining the first hundred pages of Part IL, which 
contain a sample of his labours, it will be admitted 
that Ayloffe s name deserves to be better known in con- 
nexion with Lancashire and its records. 



referred to by County historians and other writers, is worthy of attentive 
consideration* 
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I have not been able to trace any printed account of 
Ayloffe, his life and labours ; and it may, therefore, not be 
out of place to note here a few facts bearing on this subject, 
which have not hitherto been made public. They give us 
some little insight into his position and mode of life, and so 
enable us to form an estimate of the real value of the 
manuscripts he has bequeathed to us. 
Some notes on Benjamin Ayloffe was born during the early years of the 
his life. reign of Charles I., but the precise year has not been ascer- 

tained. One authority places it as early as 1628,^ while 
another assigns the period of his birth to a date about three 
years later.* From the Register of Admittances to Gra/s 
Inn,^ we learn that he was admitted on the 26th of November, 
1652, as son and heir of Thomas Ayloffe, of Brittons, Co. 
Essex, Esquire. Further particulars with regard to his 
descent will be seen in sufficient detail by the annexed 
Pedigree, which has been carefully compiled from Sir Bernard* 
Burke*s Extinct and Dormant Baronetage.^ 

In the preamble to a Bill of Complaint, filed by Ayloffe in 
June, 17 1 8, and addressed to the Hon. Nicholas Lechmere, 
Esq., Chancellor of the Duchy and County Palatine of 
Lancaster, we have the orator's own evidence as to his 
appointment in the Office of the Duchy of Lancaster. In 
this Bill he states, that having been bred in the Office of the 
Clerk of the Council of the Duchy Court, and havings been- 
one of the Attorneys in the same Court in the 3rear i66r,*

Lumley by Letters Patent hearing date the r7tli of March in the 2d 
year of his now Majesty's Reign, and to be executed by himself his 
Deputy or Deputies during his life, and that there are no Entries or 
Records which make any mention of any Clerk and Keeper of the Records 
being sworn and admitted into any Office under the Clerk of the Counsel, 
and that the said Mr. Lumley as Clerk of the Counsel hath a Right from 
time to time to appoint what person or persons he pleases to be his 
Keeper of Records, Deputy or Deputies, or Clerks, as the said Sir Check 
Gerard, Sir Gilbert Gerard, and other his Predecessors hav e done, and to 
appoint his Clerks to do what Business in his said Office he thinks fit ;

Deputy Clerk on the 29th of August aforesaid ; And the said Mr, 
Lumk/s Counsel insisting, that he hath a Freehold in his Office, and 
offering to try the same in such manner as the Court shall direct, and 

if 
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hath also a Right to appoint the said Mr. Venables his Deputy Clerk and 
also Keeper of the Records (the said Office of Clerk and. Keeper of the 
Records being determin'd on the death of the said Sir Cheek Gerard). 
Whereupon, and on full and long debate of the matter, and consideration 
had by the Court— being assisted with Sir Thomas Bury, Knt. (Lord 
Chief Baron of his Majesty's Court of Exchequer), and Sir John Fortescue 
Aland, Knt. (one other of the Barons of the said Court), the Judges 
Assistants of this Court — of what was further offered and insisted on by 
the said Counsel on either side. It is ordered by his Honour the Chan- 
cellor and the Counsel of this Court, by and with the advice of the said 
Judges Assistants, That the said Benjamin Ayloffe shall be and hereby 
is restored to the said Office of Clerk and Keeper of the Records, in such 
and as ample manner as he enjoy'd the same on or before the said 4th 
day of April, 17 16, And that the Possession of all Records, Books, and 
Writings, which then were in his Custody and Possession as Clerk and 
Keeper of the Records, and kept and enjoyed therewith or belonging 
thereunto, and the Execution of the said Office in any wise, together with 
the seat in the Office of the Clerk of the Councel of this Court, which he 
the said Mr. Ayloffe then held and claimed by virtue of the said Office of 
Clerk and Keeper of the Records, shall be by the said Mr. Thomas 
Lumley, Clerk of the Councel of this Court, and the said Mr. John 
Venables, or one of them (in whose Custody and Possession the same 
now are), restored unto him the said Benjamin Ayloffe within a fortnight 
now next coming.^ Alex: Denton." 

Ayloffe having thus established the right to his Office as 
Keeper of the Duchy Records, it might have been presumed 
that his annoyances would have ceased forthwith. But this 
was not the case, for the Bill already referred to details the 
further vexatious proceedings to which he was subjected by 
Lumley and Venables, subsequent to the above recited Order. 
Space will not permit me to enter into all the details of these 
grievances, but, as a specimen, I may notice one to which 
Ayloffe makes quaint allusion — that in order to defend one 
of these same vexatious actions, he " had to bring an antient 
witness, of above four-score years of age,^ from Bakewell, in

That the recovery of his rights involved him in serious 
pecuniary difficulties we have ample testimony in his very 
interesting Will. In this document, moreover, he draws 
particular attention to his manuscript collections, which, in 
the owner's estimate, seem to have ranked among his most 
valuable effects. The Will runs ; — 

" I Benjaivtin Ayloffe, of Grayes Inn in the County of 
Middx, Gent, do make this my last Will and Testament in 
manner ffollowin^, that is to s;Ly, ffirst I do hereby revoke 
and make voyd all former Will and Wills made by mc the 
said Benjamin Ayloffe, I having a Necessity upon me so to 
do, by reason of the many and Great Debts which I have 
paid for M' Tobias Le Gros^ n^y late Son in Law, deceased, 
and also for that I have been v^ry unjustly dispossest of my 
right to my Clerks place in the Duchy Office for keeping the 
Records there, the Recovering of which right haveing been 
very expensive to me, besides the losse of my profitts thereof 
for a considerable time, for which reasons I am disabled to 
give such Legacies as otherwise my heart is willing to have 
given, and because my most dear and loving Wife M'^ Martha 
Ayloffe, having to the utmost of her power supported me in 
the Greatest of my Necessityes, I do therefore ordaine, and 
by these presents Constitute, her my said Wife to be my sole 
Executrix, without her being in trust or giveing any Account

Probate granted 4 Jany 1723 to Martha Ayloffe, 
widow, relict & executrix.^ 

Ayloffe died on the 24th of December, 1723, and was 
buried at St Andrew's, Holborn, on the 28th of the same 
month. 

With this glance at the leading events of his life, which, 
as his manuscripts only too well prove, was almost entirely 
spent in ransacking the contents of the Duchy archives, I 
may add here a fe\y stray notes, collected whilst turning 
over the pages of his curious Indexes. They illustrate the 
methodical habits of this worthy antiquary.

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In the course of his researches he had, doubtless, frequently A Record 
to examine those faded parchments on which the writing is 
barely to be deciphered. This may account for the following 
note : — 

" The Tower Wash. Take halfe a pint of white wine of the best. 
Then take about lo or 12 of the whitest dyeing Gaules ; bruise them 
Small, and putt them together in a little glass and sett it in the Sunne 
for 3 or 4 dayes, then wash the place with the soft end of a ffeather 
gently. This will keepe good for half a yeare.'* ^ 

A modern marginal note adds : — " Half a Pint of Gin, instead 
of Wine, will answer the purpose : 10 days in the Sun, or by 
the Fire in dull weather.'' 

This, then, was the baneful infusion of galls which the 
officials at the Tower of London used, to revive faded writing 
in bygone days. The result of such revival, as visible among 
the Public Records at the present day,* induces me to re- 
produce this recipe, to warn all antiquaries against what 
they should certainly not use to restore illegible manu- 
scripts. 

We may observe Ayloffe's way of describing a miscel- Miscellanea, 
laneous collection : — 

" In the lowest Shelfe as goe \sic\ out of the Study are severall things 
of value, viz : — The Invitac'on of the Prince of Orang, and Matters 
relating touching \sic\ the Birth of the Pretender. And also divers 
Proclamac'ons and Gazetts in the Reign of King James the 2*' with many 
other things, some relating to Dunkirk & Tangire ; And to M^ WoUaston, 
and M'. Gower, the South Auditor. And to things don, when England 
was turned into a Commonwealth." ^

note-books, described as containing " Directions for Searches

This curious old manuscript,^ with its quaint allusions to 
Bundles of " antient Grants worth perusing " and " Matters 
of Antiquity worthy of Notice " belongs, as it is almost need- 
less to say, to the class of " obsolete " Indexes. The re- 
ferences given clearly explain why this ancient compilation 
is now out of date for referential purposes. It was only of 
practical use so long as the Duchy records remained in their 
early quarters at Gray's Inn.^ Yet it is strange to find that

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there are still some persons who fail to understand that an 
Index can become obsolete, and who are stupid enough to 
imagine that such references as, " An Account of such things 
which are in the Bundle marked with a Cross ( + ), and do 
lye on the Shelfe on the Right hand where Ayloffe sitts"; 
or " In the Press next the Pewe by Mr. Whitehead's 
Study on the left hand of the ffigure " ; or even such an 
explicit one as, " In a green Bag marked with a ( x )," ought 
to be sufficient to identify any documents so referred to by 
their early custodians. 

I trust, however, that I have shown in the specimen of 
Ayloffe's collections printed in these pages, that although 
the references, as they stand in his manuscript, are not imme- 
diately intelligible, yet a little ingenuity and trouble on the 
part of the searcher will in most cases result in the identifi- 
cation of the record referred to. Thus, old Indexes may 
frequently prove as valuable as new ones, if intelligently 
consulted. 

The unfinished condition in which Ayloflfe's life-long 
labours have come down to our times, taken in conjunction 
with his published resolve to have "formed" his principal 
work " into a more regular method " may remind some of my 
readers of the words of the elder Disraeli in his delightful 
sketch of " Oldys and his Manuscripts — 

Warrant with the marginal heading — " De libris, cistis, etc., Ducatus 
predicte usque Turrim Londonie transferendis." This document recites 
a Petition of the Prior and Convent of the Church and Priory of St. 
Bartholomew in West Smithfield to the King, shewing, that their Church 
was much occupied and encumbered with diverse great chests containing 
the Books of the Duchy of Lancaster, to the great damage and hindrance 
— ^as well in their religion as in going in procession — of those celebrating 
Divine Service there, by reason of the examination or searching of the 
aforesaid books at unseasonable times ; and also, to the manifest dis- 
figurement {difformitatem) of the said Church, and the Chapels in the 
same, with other unknown dangers : all which was contrary to the wishes 
of the said Prior and Convent. The King, accordingly, desiring to 
discharge them from the custodianship of the said Chests and Books, 
orders that they are to be removed to the Tower of London, or some 
other convenient place. This Warrant is dated at Westminster, 
9 February, 39 Hen. VL, and is addressed to the Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster. 
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" The literary antiquary, when he has attempted to embody his multi- 
plied inquiries, and to finish his scattered designs, has found that the 
Labor absque Labore, ** the labour void of labour," as the inscription 
on the library of Florence finely describes the researches of literature, 
has dissolved his days in the voluptuousness of his curiosity ; and that 
too often, like the hunter in the heat of the chase, while he disdained the 
prey which lay before him, he was still stretching onwards to catch the 
fugitive ! Transvolat in medio posita^ et fugieniia capiat, 

True it is, that Ayloffe assigned want of encouragement as 
an excuse for his incomplete project, but, weight of years — 
he was then, if I mistake not, quite, if not more than eighty- 
five years old — may also have influenced his decision to leave 
his " great " work " thus as it is." 

To conclude these remarks on Ayloffe and his collections, Lanctster 
I may add a Lancashire note, not in his hand, but carefully 
preserved by him, and placed immediately after the memo- 
randum just alluded to : — 

" When Lancaster Castle was first made a Prison; and Warin the son 
of Gilbert de Furness was made Keeper thereof; and the reason 
of it. 

England in K. Stephen's time was constantly in troubles, & no Laws 
executed ; but each man lived de rapto. After his death, K. Hen. II. 
coming to the Crown peaceably, had the Laws put in better execution ; 
& orderd that Justices Itinerant should see the same performd in each 
County : w*''* before were to be had onely at the King's Court. And 
whereas Gilbert the Baron of Kendal in Westmoreland, being his 
Receiver for the County of Lancaster, was called Gilbert de Fumesio ; 
William the son of the said Gilbert was constituted Seneschallus Hospitii 
Regis^ & a Baron in Lancashire, & thereupon by consent of Parliament 
called himself Gilbert de Lancaster ; and Warin his younger Brother — 
Lancaster Castle being a Prison for malefactors— was made Keeper of 
the Castle and Prison, & as a Magister Serviens had his Corrodium 
therein : And for the reward of his Service had given him by the King 
the Towns of Aynoldsdale, Ravenmoles (now totally destroyed by the 
Sea) Leverpool, Lytherland, & French- Lea, from whence his son Henry 
was cal'd Henricus de Lea; to whom K. John afterwards in lieu of his 
Surrender of Liverpool (w*^"* he forthwith made a Burrough) confirmed 
the rest of the aforesaid Towns, & also annexed English-Lea to the 
same."»

Indexes. place-names, which furnish a newly-constructed clue to 

Palmer's important collections, will, I fear, suffer by the com- 
parison. This however, I hope, represents all that can be 
said against the Lists. It is true that they require consider- 
able development ; but those who will undertake this task, 
which entails no very enormous labour, will learn to appre- 
ciate the results to be gained by this almost mechanical 
re-arrangement of some rather complicated old manuscript 
Indexes. The publication of these Lists must, at least, be 
satisfactory, if those who consult them in the future can bear 
out an official statement made within a short period after the 
acquisition of Palmer's collections by the Government, that 
• • "in six out of ten searches in these Calendars, where the 
object of the applicants was to trace a place or property to 
a grantee, whose name was unknown, they discovered what 
they sought, a result which could not have been obtained by 
the Office Calendars."^ 
Licences and In like manner, the selections from the ancient Indexes of 
Licences and Pardons will be found to lead up to a variety 
of original information. Not only do they give a good start 
in tracing the history of a manor, but they also furnish many 
a missing link in the descent of lands and tenements ; the 
Licences to alien, and the Pardons for alienation without 
licence — which are hidden away on the Patent Rolls — having 
been frequently altogether overlooked by county and local 
historians. Some of my readers may also find it both 
curious and profitable to trace out the manner in which the 
selections from these Indexes fit in with Palmer^s references. 

The careful identification of the references in our ancient 
Indexes is often attended with interesting and valuable 
discoveries. Volumes or documents, long supposed to have 
disappeared for ever, come to light in the most unexpected 
manner. Indeed, while these pages have been passing 
through the press, two useful discoveries have been made, 
one of which possesses more than ordinary interest for 
Lancashire antiquaries.

378) 
his amusing misreading of the first word of the sixth line, which he

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With the valuable note on the two Fumess Cowchers, 
given on another page of this work, from the pen of the 
greatest living authority on the Duchy Records, still fresh in 
one's memory, it did not require much discernment to 
estimate the importance of the above-quoted passage. It 
needed but an instant to identify the Hamilton Manuscript as 
the missing second volume, which has so long been separated 
from its better (?) half At what date the volume went on its 
travels seems now impossible to decide ; it must have been 
between 1536, when the Abbey was dissolved, and 1685, for I 
find in " Great Ayloffe, 1692," among the list of " Bookes of 
Abbeys," one only described as " Abbey of ffurnes, a great 
Booke but much torne, in which are contained diverse grants 
of severall Kings, Popes, ei al!' ^ This is the Chartulary now 
preserved in the Public Record Office, and Ayloffe's entry 
is important, not only as fixing a date, as early as 1685, when 
the two Cowchers were not together, but also for the note as 
to the condition of the Cowcher now among the Duchy 
Records. The date of the mutilation of this fine manuscript 
is, however, assignable to a much earlier period, and probably 
to the reign of Elizabeth. This fact has been established by 
an ingenious discovery made by the present Deputy Keeper 
of the Records. It appears that one of the objects of the 
mutilator was to secure the illuminated coats of arms worked 



the marginal note and interlineations, it appears that two monks of the 
abbey produced this manuscript —Stell the Scribe, and one Richard Esk, 
who compiled the metres and table of contents. While congratulating 
the Abbot on his happy escape through the seemingly broad meshes of 
" Satan's sieve," one's charitable feelings are sorely tried in considering 
the deserts of the wretched mutilator of this precious manuscript, against 
whom the pious prayer of the ninth and tenth lines was of no avail, — 
" Whoso knows not how to treasure precious tomes, from such one's 
hands may Christ protect this book !"

into the initial letters. As he removed the squares of parch- 
ment with his knife, the mutilator seems to have carefully 
endorsed each " cutting " with the name of the owner of the 
coat, from information derived from the body of the manu- 
script. Curiously enough, one of these endorsed excisions, 
representing the coat of the Penningtons,* has, by some 
means, found its way back to the volume, and has, at some 
early period, been restored to the exact place it originally 
occupied.^ The sixteenth - century handwriting of the 
endorsed words, " Benedictus de Penington,^^ now furnishes 
direct proof of the date of the mutilation, which may be 
approximately given as towards the end of Queen Elizabeth's 
reign. 

It is, however, with but little satisfaction that I record the 
tardy identification of the second Furness Cowcher, when I 
have also to add, that this splendid Register is now the pro- 
perty of the German Government, and to Germany it must 
go, unless by a graceful act on the part of its present owners 
it should be restored to its proper place among the records 
of Her Majesty's Duchy of Lancaster. 

The other missing volume, identified through the publi- The Book of 
cation of the specimen of Ayloffe's collections printed in ^j^* 
Part II., is of minor importance, placed side by side with the 
discovery of a missing Monastic Chartulary. The further 
volume, now identified, is the one described as, " Liber 
Actorum Ducatus Lancastriae, Hen. VII." In one of my 
" keys " to Ayloffe's references, I have marked this volume 
as not identified," and added a note to the effect that it 
is not at present known to exist."* A volume queried as 
the missing volume was, however, quite recently pointed out 
to me by an official colleague,* and a single reference given 
by Ayloffe^ identified the volume at once. My readers will 
be good enough to note this material correction.

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Obsolete The question of unidentified references raises another 

Indexes. important question : — Ought ancient Indexes, which refer to 
documents that have disappeared in the lapse of ages, to be 
printed at all ? I am inclined to hold the opinion, that all 
who have studied the subject will have little hesitation in 
giving a very decided answer in the affirmative. A glance 
at Sir Francis Palgrave's interesting " Antient Kalendars and 
Inventories" should, however, soon convince the most 
sceptical of the value of these old compilations. By a curious 
fatality they now, in many cases, entirely represent, and are 
the only evidence of, the documents to which they were, ages 
ago, the brief descriptive guides. It may, therefore, be taken 
as a sound general rule, that the printing of any ancient 
descriptive Calendars is more likely to be productive of good 
than harm, and, whether the documents referred to are forth- 
coming or not, we are at least informed that at a given period 
such documents did exist. 

Though holding these views with regard to obsolete Calen- 
dars, I have not had occasion to give any examples of them 
in the ensuing pages. Too many ancient Calendars which 
still directly refer to existing records await the press, and 
claim our first attention. When these are exhausted it will 
be time enough to deal with the question of the indirect class 
of Index, which demands more careful selection. Let us in 
the first place see how the more important referential aids 
advance our knowledge of those varied subjects so well and 
carefully enumerated by a far better known member of the 
Sir Joseph Ayloflfe family — the learned Sir Joseph Ayloflfe — who, in his 
Ayloffe. Introduction ^ to the " Calendars of the ancient Charters, 

&c., remaining in the Tower of London," in referring to the 
** rich vein of materials for improving and illustrating our 
English topography " contained in the public records, after 
alluding to those public instruments which have been issued 
from time to time for the improvement and protection of the

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kingdom : by embanking and draining of fens and the recovery 
of lands overwhelmed by the sea ; the opening and clear- 
ing of our rivars ; the cleansing and securing of harbours ; the 
erecting and fortifying castles and strongholds for the defence 
of the realm ; the building bridges, palaces, and public 
edifices, and the opening of roads and communications between 
places ; the deafforestation of ancient forests and chases, the 
enclosing of commons and waste lands and the opening and 
working of mines — goes on to say : — 

" There likewise we learn the ancient and modern state of all the cities, 
towns, and boroughs of England ; the names, dignities, and characters 
of those who were the successive proprietors or owners of them, and the 
practice and manner of letting them, either to the inhabitants or others ; 
the difference between towns vested in the crown, and those vested in 
the baronage and clergy, as also between such as are incorporated and 
such as are not incorporated ; their tenures, demesnes, issues, fee-farms, 
and services ; their incorporations, charters, customs, government, rights, 
privileges, franchises, liberties, and immunities, as well such as hereto- 
fore have been ravished from them, or forfeited by them, as those which 
they at present enjoy ; their trade, manufactures, markets, fairs, com- 
merce, and commercial interests ; the aids, subsidies, tallages, fines, 
amerciaments, and taxes with which they have been charged, or from 
which they have been relieved or exempt ; the guilds, fraternities, corpo- 
rations, and mysteries established in them, the casualties which have 
befell them, and the manner and occasions of the decay of some, and 
of the rise, increase, improvement, and prosperity of others : there too 
we have a faithful account of the rights, privileges, and immunities 
granted to, or claimed by particular churches, monasteries, lordships, 
manors, villages, parishes, hamlets, and other places, with the customs 
prevalent in them ; and a multitude of interesting particulars relating not 
only to royalties, forests, honours, baronies, lordships, and the several 
inferior species of landed property, with their respective tenures, services, 
and customs, but to the several persons and families who have succes- 
sively possessed thein."^ 

What has been unearthed from the " subterraneous *' mass 
of untouched material since Sir Joseph Ayloffe wrote, towards 
the end of the last century, has plainly shown that he was 
dealing with a subject which he well understood, and that he 
in no wise over-estimated the richness and variety of the

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mine. All that has hitherto been done — and this century has, 
indeed, been a busy one with our public muniments — only 
serves to indicate how much remains to be done, and my 
principal aim in these pages has been to show how the Record 
Society and other kindred associations may by compara- 
tively easy and inexpensive means attain to a far wider 
knowledge of the national archives. 
The Chamber- There is no space in a limited Introduction to notice in 
lain s Register, j^^^^jj Qy^^ j-j^e most remarkable single volumes or documents 
referred to in this work. I must, however, be permitted to 
draw particular attention to the fine Chamberlain's Register 
described on pages 162 to 164. Though it would hardly be 
possible for the Record Society to undertake the publication of 
this manuscript in extensoy it would be a matter of no insuper- 
able difficulty to provide a good analysis of the contents of 
this Register, which seems to abound with the most important 
and interesting Cheshire memorials. I would also point to 
S^rties^ the numerous references to " Claims of Liberties " scattered 
up and down the present pages. A fuller and more thorough 
investigation of these " Claims " would produce a volume of 
the utmost value to the County historian. The List of Claims 
printed on pages 120 to 122 might form the groundwork for 
a Cheshire volume on the subject. 

Before closing these prefatory remarks I have to add a 
word of caution with regard to the general Indexes of Names 
and Places at the end of Part II. Though I have attempted 
— as far as my very limited knowledge of the topography and 
nomenclature of the two Counties would allow — to bring the 
various spellings of names and places under as few heads as 
possible, yet it is to be feared that in the names of places I 
have only succeeded to a very limited extent. I would 
therefore ask all my readers to deal with these Indexes after 
the manner adopted in searching the Indexes of other record 
publications, and in all cases to try under all the various spell- 
ings of the required person or place. It will be seen that the 
Indexes contain a sprinkling of Lincolnshire and Kentish 
place-names, arising from errors in the old Indexes ; the 
similarity of "Lane'," "Line'," and " Kane'"— the record- 
designations of these Counties — accounts for this confusion. 
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The misreadings of places, though frequently ludicrous, are 
seldom altogether misleading. Such mistakes as Withwall- 
banke for Wich-Malbank (Nantwich), or Birchbrazie for Birch- 
carr, are not exactly what could be wished for in the way of 
indexing, still, they are not so serious as Lenerden for 
Keuerden, Olivisher for Clivicher, or Honnesdale for Lons- 
dale. The misreading of the initial letter is the only really 
serious error to be dealt with, and it is to be hoped that in 
these pages examples of this class of mistake may prove the 
exception, not the rule. 

I have now the pleasant duty of acknowledging a variety of 
friendly assistance received on all hands during the compila- 
tion of these volumes. My most grateful thanks are due to 
Mr. William Hardy, F.S.A., Deputy Keeper of the Public 
Records, for the kind permission, so readily accorded, to make 
free use of the contents of his valuable Reports on the Records 
of the Duchy of Lancaster, as well as for resolving many of 
my difficulties. To Mr. Peter Turner, Assistant Keeper 
of the Records, whose long and arduous labours have pro- 
vided such ample new material for the recently-published 
edition of Ormerod's History of Cheshire, I am indebted for 
many valued hints with regard to the Records of Cheshire. 
Mr. G. H. OVEREND of the Public Record Office, has also 
ever been ready with material aid and useful suggestions. To 
Mr. A. Scott Gatty, Rouge Dragon," who kindly sent me 
a clever sketch of the correct Ayloffe coat, which furnibhed 
the authority for the shield given in the Pedigree (facing 
page xiv.); and to Mr. James Greenstreet for tracing out 
documents, and verifying extracts, I am under deep obliga- 
tions. I have al^o to thank Mr. W. Floyd for important 
notes from his voluminous collections, and Mr. W. C. GULLY, 
Q.C., for the loan of valuable works. 

Mr. Vincent's share of this work demands especial notice. 
Without his assistance the editorship could not have been 
undertaken by me. To him the Members of the Society are 
indebted for nearly all the careful transcripts of the old and 
complicated Indexes, which now appear in a much simplified 
form. I gladly register here my most cordial thanks for the 
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prompt manner in which he was always ready to relieve me 
of the most tedious portion of the work. 

A fair friend and a true, who has borne all the heat and 
burden of the day in connexion with the wearisome com- 
pilation of the general Indexes of Names and Places, is most 
heartily thanked. I would also express my acknowledgments 
to the Printers (Messrs. Wyman & Sons) for their skill and 
care in dealing with some very troublesome " copy." 

In conclusion, no one is more fully aware of the many 
defects in these pages than the Editor. Many of these short- 
comings might, possibly, have been remedied, if spare time 
had been more abundant, but, as a perfect safeguard from 
attack, he would ask to be permitted to append by way of 
" Envoi " to all his readers, some lines, wrongly attributed to 
Geoffrey Chaucer^ : — 

" Go, little booke ; God send thee'good passage, 
And specially let this be thy prayere, 
Unto them all that thee will read or hear, 
Where thou art wrong, after their help to call, 
Thee to correct in any part, or all."

THROUGH the gracious and munificent gift of her 
Majesty, the nation acquired, within the last few 
years, the important and valuable private muniments 
belonging to the ancient Duchy of Lancaster. This remark- 
able collection of records, commencing even before the erec- 
tion of the Palatinate, contains innumerable documents of 
extraordinary age and variety, bearing not only on the 
history of the County of Lancaster, but also on that of the 
adjoining County Palatine of Chester. These records, there- 
fore, certainly claim our first attention in the consideration of 
the best sources whence authentic materials relating to the 
two counties can be derived. 

It must be borne in mind, in estimating the contents of the 
several classes noticed below, that they " concern the govern- 
ment and jurisdiction of the entire dominion of the Duchy, 
and embrace the County Palatine " only " as a subordinate 
regality." While the Duchy includes the Palatinate as one

of its members, its other vast possessions are to be found in 
almost every county of England and Wales. 

These priceless archives were transferred from the Duchy 
of Lancaster Office to the Public Record Office, between the 
30th November and 8th December, 1868, and are fully de- 
scribed in the Appendix to the Thirtieth Report of the 
Deputy-Keeper of the Public Records, pp. I to 43.^ In the 
Report referred to, they are arranged under thirty-three 
divisions or classes, the contents of which are given in a con- 
densed form in the subjoined Summary. The alphabetical 
Class List which follows, has been compiled from the same 
source, and, as far as possible, in the words of the Report. 
It should be noted, however, that many entries, foreign to the 
purposes of this volume, have been omitted, so that, for an 
exhaustive view of these records, as also for the rectification 
of any points of uncertainty in the Class List here given, 
reference should be made to the Official Report.

— In this calendar it has 
been thought proper to include all charters granted by any Sovereign to 
any of the predecessors of the Earls of Lancaster and which have reference 
to the estates subsequently constituting the great patrimony of the Duchy ; 
all grants therefore are noticed, whether procured from ancient transcripts 
or other authentic sources, and distinguished by a note ex transcripto 
antiquo J (when not so noted, the charter is the original under the Great 
Seal). ... A few Royal Charters, from the accession of Hen. IV. to the 
death of Edw. IV., relating to the Duchy, are also extant, but they consist 
only of letters patent of inspeximus and confirmations of charters de- 
scribed in this calendar."

In continuation of the Calendar of Royal Charters re- 
ferred to above, the Appendix to the 35th Report of the 
Deputy-Keeper, pp. i to 41, contains a calendar of a por- 
tion of the second group of these ** Grants (in boxes)." 
This portion " consists," as the Report states, 
"of a miscellaneous collection of original ancient deeds, charters, grants, 
and other writings of a similar character, passed between private subjects 
who held their lands and estates of some of the great feudatories of the 
Crown, and between the heads of monastic and religious establishments 
and their founders and benefactors ; the lands to which these grants 
have reference subsequently vested in the Earls and Dukes of Lancaster 
by alliances with the inheritors and representatives of those families 
who owned them, including the Earls of Chester, De Lacy, De Bohun, 
Chaworth, and De Quinci, and ultimately came to the hands of the 
Sovereign in right of the Duchy of Lancaster. To almost all these 
grants, the seals, or some portion of the seal, are yet attached ; many 
of the seals are very fine, and nearly entire, others in a more or less 
perfect state of preservation, while from some the seal has become com- 
pletely detached and lost."

will be found a further calendar of documents contained in 
the second group, prefaced by the following valuable note : — 
"The charters, deeds, and other instruments calendared in this 
portion relate particularly to the four great religious houses in Lanca- 
shire, namely, Furness, Cartmel, Conished, and Burscough, of which the 
possessions, on their dissolution in 30 Hen. VIII., came to the Sovereign 
in right of his Duchy of Lancaster, and with the estates passed also the 
charters and documents of title which had been theretofore preserved in 
those religious establishments. The documents .... have been selected 
from the large miscellaneous collection of deeds referred to in the 35th 
Report, App. No. i, and are classed and arranged expressly with the 
view of bringing together materials for a history of these monasteries. 
The first portion of the calendar (Nos. 1-279) relates to the Abbey of 
Furness. A classification similar to that adopted in the Furness Cowcher 
or Chartulary (see 30th Report, App. No. i, Class XL, No. 3) is here 
followed as nearly as the circumstances will admit ; in that volume will 
be found transcribed several of the charters now noticed, and to some 
extent they repair a mischief created by the lawless hand of some 
collector in the i6th century, who has shamefully mutilated, probably 
for sake of the illuminated capitals, several pages of this fine volume, 
the only one known to be extant. The Furness Chartulary is fully and 
well described in Beck's * Annales Furnesienses,' pp. 283 et seq, A belief 
prevails that another volume or chartulary once existed in the Duchy of 
Lancaster Office. There can be little doubt that a second volume was 
compiled, as a very large amount of the charters now described are not 
to be found in the existing volume, whilst they are indorsed with a dis- 
tinctive numeral in ancient character, indicative of their having been 
somewhere entered. Moreover, in the Dodsworth collection of MSS. in 
the Bodleian Library at Oxford (cxviii. 32, f. 107), will be found a 
reference to * notes out of two registers of the House of Furness, in the 
office of the Duchy of Lancaster.' It may be well here to say distinctly 
that at no time apparently since 1752, and certainly not within living 
memory, has any such second volume existed in the office of the Duchy 
of Lancaster. Nos. 280-283 relate to Cartmel Priory ; 284-312 to the 
Priory of Conished ; and 313-388 to the Priory of Burscough. To make 
this calendar more complete, the original charters relating to the four 
monasteries, found dispersed in the three volumes entitled Cartae Mis- 
cellaneae (30th Report, App. No. i. Class X., No. 3), are here described, 
and they will be found under the reference given ; consequently they 
are not with the other charters deposited in Box B."

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BY the Charter of King Edward III./ which, on the 
6th of March, in the twenty-fifth year of his reign, 
created Henry Earl of Lancaster, Duke of Lancaster, 
power was given to him, to have his Court of Chancery, 
and to appoint Justices to hold Pleas of the Crown and 
other pleas touching the Common Law, with all other 
liberties and " Jura Regalia " pertaining to a County 
Palatine.^ The erection of the Palatinate of Lancaster 
therefore dates from the year 125 1. 

Previous to this period the County of Lancaster, though 
forming part of the possessions of the Earl of Lancaster, was 
in no different position from his other extensive estates in 
various parts of the kingdom. On the death of Duke 
Henry, the Palatinate was extinguished for some sixteen 
years, until revived in the person of John of Gaunt — by a 
charter dated the 28th February 1377^ — ^^^^ ^^^.d married 
Blanche Plantagenet, the heiress of the first Duke. The like

These Courts (closely 
analogous in their construction and in their practice to the 
King's Superior Courts) consist of a Court of Chancery, a 
Court of Common Pleas for the decision of civil suits, and a 
Court of Criminal Jurisdiction. The Judges of the Common 
Law Court are appointed by royal commissions under the 
Seal of the County Palatine, the judges selected being now 
the Crown judges appointed for the Northern Circuit, and 
the practice in that Court resembles, as nearly as circum- 
stances will admit, that of the Court of Common Pleas at 
Westminster.

The records of these Courts of Equity and Common 
Law were, until their removal to the Public Record Office — 
pursuant to a request of the Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaster, dated 25th July 1873 — deposited in the record 
rooms of Lancaster Castle, and were in the charge of three 
several persons : — (1.) The Registrar of the Court of 
Chancery of the County Palatine, the custodian of the 
Chancery Records ; (2.) The Prothonotary, who had the

Palatinate of Chester. 



HE archives of the County Palatine of Chester and the 



County of Flint ^ — now classified among the " Welsh 
Records " — were transferred to London from the 
Castle of Chester in the autumn of 1854.^ Previous to their 
transfer, Mr. Black, an Assistant-Keeper of the Public 
Records, was instructed to survey the records of Wales and 
Chester, and his valuable report on the same is printed in 
the Appendix to the First Report of the Deputy-Keeper, 
pp. 79 to 122. 

With regard to the Common Law Records of this Pala- 
tinate, it is sufficient for the present purpose to state that the 
Chester Circuit, under the late Judicature, comprised the four

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counties of Cheshirey Flinty Montgomeryy and Denbigh, The 
prothonotary of Chester was also prothonotary of Flint, the 
other two counties having a separate officer. Hence many 
of the classes in the Class List set out below refer to these 
linked Counties, and in such cases the addition of the words 
"and Flint*' or "Chester Circuit" within square brackets 
denotes that the documents go beyond the Palatinate. 

In Equity Cheshire was subject to the jurisdiction of the 
Exchequer of Chester, and as the constitution of this Court 
was somewhat peculiar, it may be convenient to repeat here 
Mr. Black's introductory remarks to the Equity Records of 
the Palatinate. 

"The Exchequer of Chester is coeval with the existence of the 
County Palatine, and though principally a court of revenue^ yet was 
probably a court of justice also, before that of the Justitiary was estab- 
lished. Hence not only were all accounts rendered into it, and process 
issued thence against the King's debtors within the limits of its jurisdic- 
tion .... ; — but it was the " Chancery Court " of the Palatinate, and 
so declared by all the Judges of England in 1 568,^ whence all original 
writs issued for the Counties of Chester and Flint, under the ' original 
seal in the charge, keeping, and custody of the Chamberlain of Chester,' 2 
and had an exclusive jurisdiction in Equity ^ as fully as the Chancery of 
England, whence an appeal lay to Parliament only. It possessed also a 
jurisdiction at Common Lanv in matters of debt, even for small sums, in 
the nature of a Court of Conscience;^ and a peculiar practice which it 
had, of granting writs of protection to poor debtors, was restrained by 
the Statute 34 & 35 Hen. VIII. c. 13. 

" The chief officer of this court was the Chamberlain, appointed by 
letters patent ; who, being commonly a peer of the realm, executed his 
office, as judge of the court, by a deputy, called the Vice- Chamberlain. 
The next in station was the Baron of this Exchequer, whose business 
resembled that of a Master in Chancery . . . . But, by the constitution 
of this court, the custody of the Records was vested in the third officer, 
called the Seal- Keeper, whose office is thus described in 'Faulkner's 
Practice * The Seal- Keeper has the custody of the Seal of the County 
Palatine, and seals all writs and processes issuing out of the Baron's

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office ; and also [has] the custody of all the Records of the court.' The 
only other of the numerous officers that I need to mention is the Filacer^ 
who received and filed the bills, answers, and other pleadings . . . ."^

IN the foregoing pages those records only have been 
dealt with which appertain more directly to Lancaster 
and Chester as Counties Palatine. Our subject now 
renders it necessary to examine the enormous public collec- 
tions of the kingdom, with a view to ascertain to what extent 
further important materials may be gleaned in this wide field 
of research. And here it may in the first place be useful to 
note the principal groups of documents, which, broadly 
speaking, may be considered to represent what are now 
termed "The Public Records."

Now, even to enumerate and describe in the briefest 
manner possible, the different classes of which each of these 
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superior and abolished Courts is composed, would occupy 
the remainder of the space allotted to this volume. The 
result would be nothing less than a new edition of Thomas's 
Hand-book to t/ie Public Records as applied to Lancashire and 
Cheshire, and besides entailing a considerable amount of 
tedious labour on the compiler, would hardly prove less 
wearisome to the reader. It has therefore been deemed more 
to the purpose, to select from the numerous classes a few 
leading ones, cpntaining important material bearing on the 
history of the two counties, so recorded, that it can be readily 
and advantageously made use of by the Society. For the 
benefit of those who may wish to obtain fuller details with 
regard to the documents of any particular Court, references 
to the Class-Lists printed in the Reports of the Deputy- 
Keeper are added above, between square brackets.^ 

The Pedej; Finium, Final Concords, or Feet of Fines, arc 
of the first importance in tracing the descent of landed 
property. The Lancashire series commences in the reign of 
Richard L, the earliest portion being among the records of 
the Court of Common Pleas. From the year 1377 they are 
with the Prothonotary's records of the Palatinate {see 52). 
Those for the county of Chester are noticed in the Chester 
Class-List. The learned Editor of the " Lancashire Inquisi- 
tions, Stuart Period,"^ has fully explained the nature and 
effect of these documents in his Introduction to that volume, 
pp. X. and xi ; it is therefore unnecessary to offer here any 
further explanation of them. As the earlier Lancashire 
portion is liable to be overlooked, a detailed list of the

In these rolls are set out the annual accounts rendered 
by the King's Ministers, that is to say, his reeves, bailiffs, 
farmers, and others, of all rents, profits, and revenues arising 
from the various Honors, -Lordships, Castles, Manors, &c., 
which came to the Crown as parcel of the Royal Revenue 
by the dissolution of the monasteries and other religious 
houses, as also by attainder, escheat, or other forfeiture, or 
by purchase and exchange. These enrolments therefore 
serve as rentals or surveys of such possessions, and contain 
full and precise information on all matters connected with 
the management of the possessions accounted for. From 
these accounts there is much to be learnt with regard to the 
value of agricultural produce, the value of land and labour, 
the names of tenants and their holdings, customs, services, 
field-names and the like ; they also contain many important 
references to Letters Patent and Leases, showing the various 
changes in the ownership of properties. 

The largest and most varied collection of these records 
is that of the so-called "Ancient Miscellanea" of the Queen's 
Remembrancer of the Exchequer,^ though the Augmentation 
Office series,^ containing the bulky monastic accounts, is

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perhaps of greater importance. This class is also represented 
among the records of the Land Revenue, the Pipe Office, 
and the Treasury of the Receipt The referential aids are 
noticed on 32 of the Second Appendix to the 4fst Report. 

A careful analysis of the First Accounts " of each scries 
would amply suffice to make these valuable muniments 
available for the use of local and county historians. In the 
ensuing pages a few good specimens are added » the marginal 
headings only being given ; but even such meagre abstracts 
will serve to draw attention to the importance of these " com* 
potuses," and will show how largely they illustrate local 
history.

As this class has already furnished the materials for an 
important volume of the Society's publications/ there is no 
need to expatiate here on the value and nature of these 
documents ; all that is requisite for the proper understanding 
of them has been amply explained by the Editor of the 
Lancashire Inquisitions, Stuart Period, in his lucidly written 
Introduction. It is merely necessary in this place to remind 
those who are in the habit of consulting the Chancery series 
only, that almost equally valuable collections of Inquisitions 
exist among the records of the Queen's Remembrancer of 
the Exchequer, and of the Court of Wards and Liveries. 
These consist of official transcripts of the original Chancery 
Returns, and, in many instances, not only solve doubtful 
readings in the originals, but supply gaps in the Chancery 
collection. The Escheators' Inquisitions, as the Exchequer 
series is termed, are described at pp. 122 to 124 of the 
Appendix to the Twentieth Report of the Deputy-Keeper. 
They commence in the reign of Henry III., at which period 
the two Escheatries were defined as Citra Trentam and Ultra 
Trentam, The following remarks taken from the manu- 
script Calendar of these documents, supply some very perti- 
nent matter with reference to one of the counties under 
consideration : — 

"The county of Lancaster was originally one of 
the counties composing the Escheatry north of Trent, and 
will be found to be accounted for by the Escheator of 
that district till the 29th of November anno 17 Edw. II* 
[1323]. 

" It was in this year that a disturbance took place 
in both the Escheatries \_Citra and Ultra Trentam\

The Escheators' Accounts here alluded to contain full 
particulars with regard to those possessions which escheated 
to the Crown, being in their nature similar to the class of 
Ministers' Accounts. In the Calendar they are described in 
chronol<^cal order with the Inquisitions, and it is important 
to remember that, on the Lord Treasurer s Remembrancer's 
Side of the Exchequer, there is preserved a series of Enrolled 
Escheators* Accounts,- which is more complete and in finer 
condition than the original Queen's Remembrancer's docu- 
ments. 

The Inquisitions of the Court of Wards and Liveries are 
indexed in two manuscript volumes ; they commence in the 
reign of Henry VIII. Some very valuable contemporary 
tabular abstracts of these Inquisitions are preserved among 
the Miscellaneous Books of this Court, Nos. 317 to 324.^ 

As already stated in an earlier part of this work,* a List 
of the Cheshire Inquisitions is printed in the Appendix to 
the 25th Report of the Deputy-Keeper, pp. 32 to 60. Pre- 
vious to the publication of this List, the official Index to 
these documents seems to have been contained in two ancient 
manuscript volumes which are still kept for use in the Public 
Search Room. Though now superseded, so far as the

Inquisitions are concerned, one of these old referential aids 
contains a still useful list of the " Claims of Liberties " in the 
County of Chester. These records are full of curious infor- 
mation, and, as the list is a short one, it is given below (A) in 
a more readable form than in the somewhat crabbed hand 
and abbreviated Latin of the original. References to the 
numbers of the original Claims are also added ; the items to 
which a star (*) is prefixed in lieu of a number, are not now 
to be found on the file. Since their transfer these documents 
have been carefully repaired and cleaned, and done up in the 
form of a roll. Two short examples follow the List. 

The printed Index of the Cheshire Inquisitions is only 
an Index Nominum, and as yet no perfect Index Locorum 
has been compiled. Partially to supply this deficiency, a 
" Table of the Names of Towns " contained in an ancient 
Calendar* of the Inquisitions post mortem of Chester and 
Flint is here reproduced (B) ; though very defective, it may 
yet prove a useful supplement to the printed List The 
references to the pages can be readily supplied by any searcher 
from the original volume.^ The period covered by the Calendar 
extends from 33 Edw. III. (1359) to 24 Hen. VII. (1509). 

There is one other volume among the "Welsh Indexes"* 
lettered, Calendarium Recordorium {sid) in Cast. Cestriae," 
which may, not inappropriately, be noticed under this head, 
although the contents refer to other classes of documents in 
addition to Inquisitions. " This volume," as the official note 
prefixed states, " must be considered to have reference only 
to some of the Records formerly in Chester Castle. 

" It is supposed that the entries were first made indis- 
criminately from various classes (as Plea Rolls, Fines and 
Recoveries, Inquisitions, &c.), and then arranged in chrono- 
logical order and copied into the Book ; and that the work 
was done for some private purpose. It is clearly not an

official work, as the references to the Records are not given, 
and even the date mentioned is often not the date of the 
document but of some event stated in it. Thus the date 
prefixed to entries made from Inquisitions post mortem is 
generally the death of the party, the Inquisition being taken 
one, two, or three years after.

Although most of the Inventories of the Goods and 
Ornaments in the various Churches and Chapels of the 
realm, as they were returned by the Commissioners appointed 
by King Edward the Sixth, and also the Indentures of the 
Delivery of such Goods and Ornaments, as were allowed to 
remain in the hands of the Churchwardens for the use of the 
several Churches, have already been transcribed and printed,* 
yet, it may not be altogether useless, to give in the ensuing 
pages, a complete descriptive List of the documents, so far 
as they relate to the counties of Lancaster and Chester, 
brought together from the different manuscript sources. The 
Ancient Miscellanea" of the Exchequer (Q. R.)^ furnished 
the bulk of the present collection, though the Augmentation 
Office Records and recent transfers from the Land Revenue 
Office have greatly aided in filling up gaps in this interesting 
but defective class. Inasmuch as duplicates of the first 
Survey were left in the hands of the Churchwardens,^ it is 
possible that a careful examination of local records may help 
to make this list more perfect.

The Lancashire Returns of the Commissioners appointed 
by Henry VIIL, Edward VL, and Queen Mary to ascertain 
the history and value of the lands, goods, and possessions 
of these religious foundations, are printed in two excellent 
volumes of the Chethara Society's Publications.^ The 
originals are preserved among the Records of the Duchy of 
Lancaster.* 

But, in addition to these Returns, the Duchy Records alsof 
contain the Auditor's Particulars of the Lands and Farms 
belonging to the Chantries, &c. in the County of Lancaster. 
These documents are chiefly in the nature of Particulars 
of premises with their annual value, of which Leases 
were granted in the time of King Edward the Sixth and

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This splendid series of Exchequer Enrolments begins at 
a period about forty-five years earlier than any series of 
Chancery Rolls. The earliest Pipe Roll preserved, is the one 
assigned to the 31st year of King Henry the First (1130)/ 
the most ancient record of the Court of Exchequer with the 
exception of Domesday Book. From the second year of 
Hen. II. the series is nearly perfect, the earlier rolls being of 
paramount importance, as they bridge over a period which is 
almost totally devoid of record evidence. To the historian 
and to all who are interested in the study of the annals of the 
country, these magnificent documents furnish an invaluable 
treasure. The following description of their contents is taken 
from Thomas's Hand-book to the Public Records : — 

" The Great Roll of the Exchequer, or Rotulus Annalis, called the 
Pipe .... was the record of account of the Court of Exchequer, 
formerly containing the accounts of the whole revenues of the Crown, 
digested under the heads of the several counties, and annually written 
out in order to the charging and discharging of the Sheriffs and other 
accountants. The ancient revenues were either certain or casual. The 
certain revenues consisted of farms, fee-farms, castle-guard rents, 
&c. The casual part was composed of fines, issues, amerciaments, 
recognizances, profits of lands and tenements, goods and chattels seized 
into the hands of the Crown on process of extents, outlawry, diem clausit 
extremum, and other writs and process, wards, marriages, reliefs, suits, 
seignories, felons' goods, deodands, and other profits casually arising to 
the Crown by its prerogative. The rolls also contain the accounts of 
Lords of liberties granted from the Crown, of the green wax within their 
respective liberties, and many debts due to the Crown and put in process 
for levying the same." * 

The " Chancellor's Rolls," commencing 9 Hen. II., are in 
a great measure duplicates of the Pipe Rolls, but both series 
occasionally contain the enrolments of Foreign Accounts —

that is to say, accounts foreigfi^ to the contents of these rolls — 
which do not appear in duplicate ; so that, an exhaustive 
search should include both collections. The subjoined list, 
compiled from the Appendix to the Thirty-first Report of 
the Deputy- Keeper, pp. 299 to 302, shows the names of the 
Lancashire accountants from the earliest period to the end of 
the reign of Edward I. The county of Chester is not annu- 
ally represented on these rolls, though there are some instances 
of Cheshire accounts being here enrolled.*

will amply prove the importance of these documents, though 
the mass of valuable material here brought to light, barely 
represents a tithe of the contents of the rolls.^ 

Here then is a field of research which is practically 
unlimited in extent; the Plea Rolls of the Palatinate of 
Lancaster — commencing in the reign of Henry IV. — alone 
number 767 rolls ; while, prior to this date, and, as far back 
as the reign of Richard L, similar pleadings will be found on 
the much more bulky Coram Rege and De Banco Rolls. 

The annexed list gives the contents of some Cases of 
Lancashire Assize Rolls, which are now preserved among the 
records of the Court of Queen's Bench (Crown side). They 
illustrate the period prior to the erection of the Palatinate.

the recency of the disseisin being defined by limitations which were 
altered by Statute from time to time. In i Edw. I. the * disseisin' was 
* novel' if it had been effected after the first passage of Henry III. into 
Britanny, forty-two years before. This limitation was altered, verbally at 
least, by the Statute of Westminster the First (cap. 39). And (Black- 
stone, iii. 10) the limitation settled by that Act remained unaltered until 
A.D. 1 540 ; so that, in legal language, an event was considered in that 
year to be recent which was three hundred and ten years old."

In the Second Appendix to the Fifth Report of the 
Deputy-Keeper of the Public Records, pp. 97-130, will be 
found an "Inventory of the Books, Papers, and Pro- 
ceedings of the Commissioners and Trustees, nominated 
and appointed for putting in execution the Powers and 
Authorities relating to the FORFEITED ESTATES in ENGLAND 
and Ireland and elsewhere, except Scotland, pursuant to 
an Act of Parliament made in the first year of the Reign of 
King George the First, intituled " An Act for appointing 
Commissioners to Enquire of the Estates of certain Traitors, 
and of Popish Recusants, and of Estates given to super- 
stitious uses, in order to raise Money out of them severally 
for the use of the Publick"; and also to another Act of 
Parliament made in the fourth year of the reign of the said 
King, intituled " An Act for vesting the forfeited Estates in 
Great Britain and Ireland, in Trustees to be sold for the use 
of the Publick ; and for giving relief to lawful Creditors, by 
determining the Claims ; and for the more effectual bringing 
into the respective Exchequers the Rents and Profits of the 
said Estates, till sold." 

Including the Decrees, there are about 7471 volumes and 
bundles of the records of these Commissioners. The County 
of Lancaster is very largely represented in this collection, as 
will be seen from the condensed List of the heads under 
which the papers are arranged, which is given below. It is 
probable that several of the Lancashire entries are here 
omitted, owing to insufficient description in the printed 
Inventory. The Report should, therefore, in all cases be 
consulted to supply such omissions, as also for fuller details 
of the various heads here noticed.^

This Court was established by Statute 32 Hen. VHI. 
c. 46, for securing the Revenues and Profits arising to the 
King from Wardships, Custody of Idiots, and also, as the 
Act states, " from licences to mary made and to be made to 
wymen being his Graces widows and fynes made by them 
for marryeing without his Highnes licence." ^ 

The records — ranging from Hen. VIII. to Chas. I. — 
abound with invaluable genealogical and topographical in- 
formation. They have, however, hitherto received but scant 
attention. The Inquisitions post mortem — a large but very 
defective collection — is really the only class which is at all 
well known, principally, because the transcripts delivered into 
the Court of Wards, frequently supply doubtful readings in 
the Chancery originals. One reason, perhaps, of the other 
classes being practically ignored, is, that the Indexes are not 
on the shelves in the Search Rooms. Most of the volumes 
are indexed separately as to Persons and Places, and these 
Indexes are bound up with the volumes. 

Among the most important classes may be mentioned, 
the Books of Liveries (Nos. 54-83) ; Indenture Books (Nos. 
1 14-128); Books of Surveys (Nos. 129-146) ;2 Entries of 
Preferments and Sales of Wards (Nos. 147-164) ; Patent and 
Decree Books (Nos. 103-1 13) ; Decree Books (Nos. 84-102A);

This class serves as an important supplement to the 
Parish Register. While the invaluable, but, in far too many 
instances, little cared-for parochial books, furnish us with the 
Births, Deaths, and Marriages of our ancestors, the Subsidy 
Rolls tell us, when, and in what townships, they dwelt, the 
sums they contributed to the national exchequer by way of 
fifteenths and tenths, aids, loans, benevolences, poll and 
hearth-taxes, or other fiscal contributions, and, to some 
extent, the positions they occupied. Not unfrequently, they 
contain minute and accurate information on the important 
subjects of early population and topographical nomenclature. 

The principal collection of these documents is to be 
found among the so-called "Ancient Miscellanea" on the 
Queen's Remembrancer's Side of the Exchequer; the rolls being 
made accessible to the searcher by means of " Descriptive 
Slips." The Land Revenue and " Tower" Records (Chancery), 
as well as the State Papers, supply some stray accounts, 
while many are to be found scattered about in private collec- 
tions. This class is now arranged in two principal divisions, 
Lay and Clerical ; the documents are packed in Boxes, of 
which, for our present purpose, it is sufficient to notice the

In these comparatively unknown, or at least, rarely con- 
sulted rolls, are recorded matters relating to the fines and 
other grievous penalties, inflicted on those who refused to 
attend the services of the Established Church. The words of 
the Statute run : — 

" That every person above the Age of xvj yeares, which shall not 
repaire to some Churche Chappell or usuall Place of Common Prayer, 
but forbeare the same contrarye to the tenour of a Statute made in the 
firste yeare of her Ma**** Raigne for Uniformitie of Common Prayer, and 
being therof lawfullye convicted, shall forfaite to the Queenes Ma'*% for 
everye Moneth after thend of this Session of Parliament whiche he or 
she shall so forbeare, twentie powndes of lawfull English Money and

At the Reformation, those were deemed Recusants, who 
disputed the authority of the Crown in causes ecclesiastical, 
and denied the King's Supremacy ; but later Acts relating to 
Recusancy, especially the Statute 35 Eliz., describe a Recusant^ 
to be one that does not repair to some Church or Chapel, or usual 
place of Common Prayer, to hear Divine Service : afterwards, 
the receiving the Sacrament of the Church, was made a 
further test of conformity. By this same statute of the 35th 
year of Elizabeth, it was further enacted, that any person 
above sixteen years of age, who obstinately refused during 
the space of a month to attend public worship, should be 
committed to prison ; that, if after being condemned for this 



was, " punishment by the Censures of the Churche," and one shilling to 
the Poor for every offence.

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offence, he persist three months in his refusal, he must abjure 
the realm ; and that, if he either refuse this condition, or 
return after banishment, he should suffer capitally as a felon, 
without benefit of clergy. 

The Rolls containing the record of the pecuniary 
penalties,^ range from the 34th year of Elizabeth to 1684. 
Some idea of their general contents may be best formed from 
the " extracts" from the original Enrolments which are given 
below (A). But, in addition to these lists of Recusants with 
their fines, there are also recorded on these rolls, certain par- 
ticulars, in the nature of " Ministers' Accounts," showing the 
lands in the hands of the Ci^own, charged with sums due to 
the Exchequer on account of the recusancy of the owners. 
These details are of considerable importance, and by means 
of the frequent references to the Memoranda Rolls (L.T.R.) 
and Pipe Rolls, the complete result of the recusancy, and 
consequent forfeiture of many estates, can be fully investi- 
gated. Perhaps no county occupies more space on the 
Recusant Rolls than the county of Lancaster. 

While on this subject it may be convenient to notice 
here a Portfolio, among the Records of the Exchequer (Q.R.), 
containing the " Returns of the Clerks of the Peace of the 
Names of Papists and their Real Estates," ^ in the time of 
George I. A Calendar of these documents — giving the 
names of those persons whose Estates were registered under 
the provisions of the Acts of Parliament of the first and 
ninth years of the reign of George I. — has been quite recently 
(1880) compiled, and presented to the Public Record Office 
by Mr. W. H. Hart, F.S.A. The Lancashire and Cheshire

The numerous and valuable printed Calendars of these 
Papers, issued under the direction of the Master of the Rolls, 
have thoroughly thrown open the large and interesting mass 
of historical materials contained in these documents, and, as 
a result, the State Papers are better known than any other 
class in the Public Record Office. There still remains, how- 
ever, useful work to be done, in the way of collecting and 
classifying what may be called the " county matter " scat- 
tered up and down the pages of the Calendars. Important 
Muster Rolls,^ Collections of Subsidies, and similar County 
Returns, are almost lost sight of in the mass of corres- 
ponderice. In bringing such material together, the period 
from 1547 to 1580 should be examined with especial care, as 
the printed abstracts for these years are so meagre, that, as 
one severe critic has remarked, they are barely sufficient to 
identify the documents.

Calendars!, Xntrejres!, anti Eepertoried. 

No more useful work could be undertaken than, to 
bring together, classify, and print, the innumerable scattered 
references, bearing on the counties of Lancaster and Chester, 
which appear in the ancient and modern manuscript referen- 
tial volumes placed on the shelves of the public Search 
Rooms in the Record Office. Such a scheme might, perhaps, 
at first seem altogether impracticable, but in reality it is 
nothing of the kind. With the assistance of the exhaustive 
and carefully compiled List of the Calendars, Indexes, and 
other Descriptive Materials, to aid the searcher in referring 
to the Public Records — printed in the Second Appendix to 
the Forty-first Report of the Deputy-Keeper — the work 
would be little more than a mechanical operation. This 
scheme might further be made to include the numerous 
Repertories, Docket Rolls, and Agenda Books, which, in 
early days, served as the only aids in dealing with the 
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original rolls. Among these, the fine collection of Repertories 
with the records of the Lord Treasurer's Remembrancer's 
Side of the Exchequer, should be especially noted.^ The 
well-known works of Jones'^ and Martin^ have materially 
assisted in this line of research, by throwing open the 
contents of the two important series of Memoranda Rolls of 
the Exchequer their works, hdwever, by no means exhaust 
these fine sources of original information. 

A series of volumes devoted to the collection of record- 
references, would do more to reveal the hidden treasures of 
our records, than any project of printing the public muni- 
ments in extenso. However convenient, for the purposes of 
direct reference, the latter scheme may appear to be, the 
advantages will always be more than counterbalanced by its 
too diffusive character, and the extravagant outlay required 
for the proper execution of the same. 



iWisicellanta. 

In the sortation and arrangement of large collections of 
records, there are always numerous documents of such an 
isolated character, that it is found impossible to give them a 
distinct record-classification. These are the documents which 
make up the " Miscellanea" of the various Courts. 

There are four principal collections of such "Miscel-

By means of " Descriptive Slips," and — as in the case of 
the " Ancient Miscellanea " (Exch. Q. R.) — the adoption of a 
broad system of subject and local classification, much has 
been done to render these curious documents consultable. 
An exhaustive search through them is, however, rarely 
undertaken, doubtless on account of the laborious nature of 
the investigation coupled with the uncertainty of the result 
Thus, to a great extent, these documentary odds and ends 
remain neglected by the legal and historical inquirer. 

All that is required to open up this new mine of informa- 
tion, is, to form a printed Calendar — with the aid of the 
" Descriptive Slips "—of the whole or any required portion 
of these records. This, with a good Index, would make the 
" Miscellanea " as well known as the " State Papers." 

In such a scheme, it would also be needful to include a 
thorough examination of the printed Annual Reports of the 
Deputy-Keeper, where many single documents are described 
and referred to. 

Some selections from the " slips," and other manuscript 
sources, are annexed by way of illustration.
